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CAN GROWERS MAKE 
PROFIT? 


From Oug AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 
Many tillage farmers are now in a quandry 
as to the area which they should place unds: 
grain in the coming season. year sowirg 
conditions were ideal, so was the subsequa'nt 
growing period, and the summer gave pr-ut.i*e 
of a harvest that would gladden a pessimist. 
Autumn brought its disappointm:nts in the 
shape of heavy continuous rains, which not 
only stopped haymaking, but also the reapin 
or grain which become over-ripe. The result 
on threshing was a return of 15 to 18 barrels 
per acre where 25 barrels had been estimated 
on the summer's promise. It was little 
wonder that some farmers who went through 
the experience should exclaim, '' I am done 
with tillage.’ This feeling of bitterness was 
“specially felt in counties where corn is grown 
as a crop to be cashed immediately . after 
harvest to meet pressing expenses. Over 
three-fourths of the country know that 
these occurrences are now regarded as inci- 
dents of the past, and that corn will con- 
tinue to brighten our fields in autumn. There 
are, however, many who, in future, must look 
at, the business from a new angle. 


GRAIN AS A CASH CROP NOT 
DESIRABLE. 


Grain growing as a cash crop can hardly be 
regarded, for some years to come at any rate, 
as a profitable undertaking, and it is highly 
improbable that any tariff or measures of pro- 
hibition can alter this fact. I say this with- 
out expressing any opinion on the general 
merits of Protection as a basis in our agricul- 
tural economy. With reduced purchasing 
powers’ a universal factor, the surplus from 
wheat raising areas the world over will come 
into consumption but slowly, and the same 
applies to miaize. These two crops dominate 
the world’s grain supply and. prices,and nothing 
short of a visitation of Providence, involving 
perhaps disaster to brother farmers elsewhere, 
is likely to alter values materially for some 
years. : ie 

In our own country the existing limited 
production of barley has fallen least in value, 
owing primarily to the outlet provided by 
our great Dublin brewing concern. Last 
year’s price, 15s. per barrel, may have 
seemed small, but then, compared with the 
returns from wheat and oats, it was a figure 
which would have been welcomed by the 
farmers of other countries, who received less 
than half of this figure. It is unfortunate. 
therefore, that the crop is. grown almost 
solely in the hope of disposal to the maltster. 


REPLACING MAIZE. 


It is far from easy to make out a case for 
the substitution of Irish grain, mainly bar- 
ley, with the addition of other crops, for im- 
ported maize as a basis of our economic sal- 
vation as a tillage country. The accomplish- 
ment of this presents one of the most baffling 
problems which confronts our agricultural 
future. 

Several plans which have been put forward 
merely touch the fringe of the question, and 
their adoption would probably entail re- 
actions more costly than any gain to be de- 
rived from their adoption. uch, however, 
could be accomplished if agriculturists in 
one part tried to work up an interest in the 
practices of other districts. The farmers in 
the West grow oats and barley for use later 
in maintaining their young stock, and for 
the feeding of pigs and pouliry, relying then 
on Indian meal when supplies of home-gr wn 
produce are exhausted. Home production, 
therefore, should be increased. 

Northern farmers grow much more grain. 
They must do so because the nature of the 
land necessitates a short rotation, with a 
minimum period mér grass. He stacks his 
corn and threshes it out during winter as 
required. Then there is the oatmeal industry, 
which is a permanent one in. the northern 
counties, as supplies can be delivered to the 
mills.

AN UNECONOMIC PRACTIGE. 


In the South and Midland. grain-growing 
areas the procedure is different. As soon 
as the corn ig got into the haggard, growers 
harry the r of the local steam threshing 
mill to come along and do the threshing. 
After this the grain is rushed to the nearest 
merchant with available storage facilities. 
These merchants must. pay themselves—at the 
farmers’ expense—for holding grain, so that 
it may come gradually on to the market. 
This: system of prairie land economics with 
people who are smali holders has some defects 
which gre being recognised. During the past 
few years we have an increasing number of 
small threshing machines such as those used 
in the North and West. One particular make 
of machine predominates, and is used for 
the purpose of threshing corn whenever it is 
required, and so ensuring a more regular use 
of labour on the farm. 


WHY MAIZE IS USED. 


The use of maize is universal for the reason 
that it can always be obtained at almost 
every shop in the country, and may be re- 
garded as invaluable for all classes of stock, 
while women find it, handy for poultry. Yet 
a better feeding mixture can be obtained by 
farmers growing some whieat and barley, as 
well as mixing them in suitable proportions. 
This mixture will give a better result than any- 
thing else, and will show a good return for 
home-grown grain. Corn-growing is both the 
basis and the pivot of agriculture, but un- 
fortunately our people as a nation do not 
fully understand its uses.

Came as something of a surprise when it 


was discovered that only seven out of that 
thirty came from Cork, and there was 
some amusement when it was further dis- 
covered that fourteen of them came from 
Belfast. Of the remainder three came 
from the West of Ireland, one from 
Dublin and five from other counties tn 
‘Treland. | 

We all remember the ‘time, not long 
since gone, when the question * Aroo from 
Cork?” pronounced’ in a broad Cork 
accent, was a nevyer-failing source of 
laughter, and maay the tale was told of 
how the Cork ‘invasion of Dublin began 
and developed. Following the institution 
of the Irish Free State, for one reason or 
another, this question again arose, and 
was given all sorts of fanciful turns and 


twists. 
i SOME FIGURES. 

In order to- find--out just haw. many 
Cork men there were in Dublin, I spent 
some time yesterday pouring over a rather 
dusty volume of the Census of Population, 
1926. According to that the population of 
Dublin Borough is approximately 316,695; 
and of this number only 48,225 were born 
in Cork. 

Cork: people really prefer “to live in their 
own city and county. 

As against that, I found that there were 
‘some 1,000 Dublin men residitig in Cotk. 
so that it would seem that the difference 
of .3;000 odd represents those Cork men 
who, of necessity, must take up: their 
residence in the capital in order to look 
after the affairs of the State efficiently. 

I looked further into the Census, and 
discovered that. there were more. Wicklow 
men, Meath men and Tipperary men in 
Dublin than Cork men, the respective 
figures being 6,479, 4,552 and 4,346. 

It may come as a surprise to learn that 
there are 6,441 men from Northern Ireland 
who have taken up their residence in 
Dublin, and of that number 2,002 are from 
Belfast. The number of people born in 
Scotland who are now living in Dublin ‘is 
2,384, and they, apparently, have found 
conditions here more congenial than in 
their own country, or it may be that they 
have staged this miniature invasion as a 
counterblast to the Irish inyasion of Scot- 
land, of which so much is heard. 

It may interest the pure-bred Dublin 
man to know that in liis city there reside 
552 Americans, 605 Russians; 127 Ger- 
mans, 103 Frenchmen, and altogether 779 
persons from ‘‘ elsewhere,’’ and that word 
may mean anything.

be regarded as worth, altogether, nine mil- 
sounds: “There “is no reason why this 
valuable asset to the country should not be 
substantially increased, It could easily be 
doubled within afew years without in any 
sense interfering with. other agricultural 
activities. Something could be done on 
every farnmf to increase the family mcome 
from this source: afid strengthen the position 
of an industry in which the Danes excel. 

First of all, stocks «must be increased, and 
the object of every -poultiy-keeper should be 
to develop “winter” egg “production, and 
also the table ‘poultry trade. For this 
purpose the dual purpose fowl should 
‘be bred. This-~ provides eggs in winter, 
when prices are good, and the brown 
egg, which is so mtich favoured: Eggs 
are most valuable wher otitainable from Sep- 
tember to January, while fat chickens pay 
best from December to June. If a deter- 
mthined effort is made to cater-for these two 
markets the results cannot fail to be satis- 
factory. ' : 

Get Every Ihcubator Working. 

This is the time oí vear to arrange for the 
winter egg supply... Every. incubator avail- 
able should be run at full capacity from now 
until the end of March, preference being given 
to’ the heavier reeds dering -the months of 
Januarv and February. By this means }t 
is possible to ensure a winter supply of eggs, 
and also to cater for the fat chicken trade, 
which is such a reniunerative one: 

To get the best results, chickens should be 
given a good start in the way of proper 
feeding, and the sooner table hirds are placed 
on the market the better for producer and 
consumer. . 

In the selection of birds for egg production, 
strain is often more important than breed, hút 
it is equally essential to see to the feeding 
and housinc. 

Heaithy Irish Birds. 

For whatever ie gh Pieds are selected 
they should be healthy and vigorous, and in 
this respect there is little cause. to complain 
of Itish poultry. At the World’s Poultry 
Convress, held in London last year, their 
quality in this respect was an eye-opener’ te 
British and Continental visitors, and many 
Irish birds were sold on the strength of that 
advertisement alone. Since the » Congress 
lrish pedigree utility poultry have been sen‘ 
to South Africa, the United States, anc 
Switzerland; awhile orders have been received 
fróm Italy... These transactions are irre- 
spective of the sales made at. the Congress.

as “the jaunting car,” th were Very 

»pular for many years, and quite a lucrative 
i et was carried on by owners of such 
vehicles. Less than ten years ago it was 
not an uncommon sight to see an. outside 
car ‘jogging along carrying a full load of 
happy travellers, with the everftamous 
‘‘ tarvey ” perched in the front. The old 
ais, too, was in great demand, especially 
on the damp, dreary nights, and the 
“* cabbies” then weré prosperops-looking 
people, and possessed horses of good appear- 
ance and vehicles which were kept spotle 
clean. To-day, this order of things is re- 
versed, and, while there are but few outside 
cats plying for hire in the city, the cabs 
have also tallen considerably in numbers and 
general appearance. The vehicles dre in a 
pitiful “state—it’ being almost impossible for 
the owners, owing to economic conditions, to 
keep them in better order—and they are 
drawn along by horses which give the im- 
pression of being barely alive. 


THE JARVEY’S GREATEST. RIVAL. 


Yesterday F learned that outside cars re- 
gistered in the city had decreased by about 
200 in ten years and cabs by 200. It is 
generally believerl that this-is due to the 
introduction of motor’ taxis, but this.is not 
entirely. correct, for even the taxi is having 
a hard fight against’ the smribus, which is 
deseribed as the “* greatest’ rieal” of the 
smaller vehicles plying for hire. By means 
-of the “bus, and the tramear, one can reach 
any part of the city for a few pence, whereas 
in the case of cabs, outside cars and taxis, 
the fare is seldom less than one shilling, 
and then. of course, the driver must get a 
‘*tip.’. Then, again, the buses are running 
to the various districts until after midnight, 
artd oftan meet parties coming out of dances, 
so that even this small trade is taken from 
the other cars. 

In 1920 there were no fewer than 514 ont- 
side cars and 411 cabs registered in the city, 
and taxis. had not then made their appear- 
ance. It was between 1920 and 1925 that 
the first taxi took up its position on the 
streets of Dublin. and showed the first “‘ for 
hire ” flag... In the latter- year there were 44 
such vehicles. while the outside cars num- 
bered only 435 and cabs 304, so that the 
motor then was beginning fo have its effect 
om the older mode of transport. The next 
five years proved victorious ones for the taxi, 
which, at the end of 1930, numbered 279, as 
compared with 137 outside cars and 212 cabs. 


**“ROARING BUSINESS.” 


It would seem that the only reason why 
the 212 cabs remained is sentiment on the 
part of the owners, for it is seldom that they 
are calléd into use. Each dav Jong rows of 
the cars are to be found on the stands pro- 
vided for. them. . The drivers walk to and 
fro on the footpath smoking their pines cr 
sit inside the cars reading papers, while the 
ofd horses, looking verv much the worse fer 
wear, nose lazily at a bag of hav or appear 
to be-sleeping: on thew feet. - This goes on 
day. by day, and it is only once in a While 
that a cab is seen going along the streets 
carrying passengers. Apparently it is a sort 
of recreation for the owners of the cabs to 
harness up the old horse, drive to the stand, 
and spend endless hours there, with his 
fellow-comrades. in distress, perhaps talking 
ever the grand old days when they did a 
““roaring’’ business until they were 
“ousted ” hy the “buses and the taxis.. The 
subject may not be avpropriate amongst a 
band of men whose livelihood has almost 
been taken from them, but, then, it is some- 
times comforting in days of defeat to recall 
glorious triumphs of the past.

BEEF SITUATION IN 
GREAT BRITAIN.

BRITISH BEEF FROM 
IRISH STORES. 


From Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 

The ontstanding feature of the beef situa- 
tion in Great Britain is the reduction in the 
rate of export from Argentina. This has 
been accompanied by relatively. smaller de- 
creases in imports from Australia and New 
Zealand, which supply frozem beef only. On 
the other hand. all these decreases up to the 
end of 1929-30 have been made g by in- 
creased home production, and larger imports 
from Ireland, Uruguay and minor sources. 
Increased home production, however. has 
only been made possible bv reductions in-the 
herds in, Great Britain. This process cannot 
continne indefinitely, although production in 
the current season mav be about maintamel 
without further decreases if Irish store cattle 
continue to be shipped at the present rate. 

From this it will be: seem that Irish store 
cattle play an important part ithe agricul- 
tural economy of Great Britain, and that 
scme of the primest Scottish and English 
beef has its origin in Ireland. 

Overseas beef imports to Britain have so 
far been appreciably smaller than last season. 
Some importance must, however, be attached

her conduct with the people who used tho 
library. Safeguards were provided if the 
committee did their duty, and if the com 
mittee did rot carry out its obligations, 
then let a committee be installed who would. 
If he (the speaker) was right, the safeguard 
of the committee should be sufficient, but, if 
the idea behind the library was to push ac- 
tively an education scheme into every home and 
school, the position was different, and the 
Catholic attitude was well known. Nobody 
could say that % was something newly 
adopted to penalise a Protestant. If it was 
an educational question, it must be faced 
frankly as a denominational one. Catholic 
schools had Catholse teachers, and where Pro- 
testants were in sufficient numbers they had 
schools of their own. Then let it be definitely 
stated that if the library scheme was to be 
made denominational, let it be made so, and 
let us be willing to provide for the minority 
as we are prepared to provide for ourselves. 


MUST BE CAREFUL, 

It would not be fair to compel the Catholic 
community, who held conscientious views on 
matters hke this, to put them aside for any 
consideration. They must be very careful not 
to widen the circle. If it was not mecessary 
that it should be regarded as an educational 
question, it was better not to make it 
definitely, denominational. If it was educa- 
tional, then it was a duty to see that others 
got the same facihties, even though it meant 
duplication; but if it was necessary it was 
necessary, and that was all there was about. it. 

Fianna Fail maintained that every person in 
the country, no matter of what religious faith, 
was entitled to a share of public appointments. 
If it was to be made a denominational post, 
similar facilities would have to be provided 
for those of a different belief. That was not 
being done in the Six Counties. They were 
not meeting the Cathohe minority.

At the 
last election, on the redistribution of - seats 
following the establishment of the Northern 
Parliament, he and Mr. D. D. Reid won the 
two Co. Down seats for the Unronists with a

DUNDALA, Tuesday. 
Trging the value of immunisation as a pre- 
ventive of diphtheria, Dr. Musgrave, County 
Medical Officer of Louth, reported to the 
Louth Board of Health to-day that since the 
first. week of September last there were thirty 
cases of diphtheria notified from the Drogheda 
urban: and rural areas, while only one case 
had been notified from the rest of the county. 
Diphtheria immunisation had been carried 
out in various parts of North Louth, but had 
not been carried out in South Louth, Until 
1929 diphtheria was generally regarded as 
being endemic in and avound Dundalk. 
_ Dealing with a prejudice against. immunisa- 
tion, Dr. Musgave stated that, while such 
bias did not- exist. to any appreciable extent 
in County Louth, it was necessary 
cognisant ef its existence. Undoubtedly there 
was a certain amount of lay propaganda in 
Louth against immunisation, as in every other 
county and couytry. The word propaganda 
was. hardly appropriate—loose thmking and 


idle gossip, but. some of it inspired by various 
and goodnes knew what motives. " 

Dr. Musgrave added that the case for 
immunisation, and the limits of its poten- 
tialities had been publicly put time and 
again in every country of the world. h 
there was any case against immunisation of 
any value it should be put before the public.

BELFAST, Tuesday. 
EMARKABLE evidence im regard to a 
R mixed marriage was heard at Holly- 
wood Petty Sessions to-day, when 
Mrs. Sarah Jane Jordan, Hunter street, Bel- 
fast, summoned her husband, Henry Jordan, 
Downshire road, Holywood, for maintenance. 
Complainant said that she was married to 
her husband, a Roman Catholic, at St. 
Aidan’s (Church of Ireland), Belfast, in 
July, 1929, and the understanding between 
them was that any children of the marriage 
would be brought up in the Church of Ire- 
land demormmation. There was one child of 
the marriage, and another was about to be 
born. One morning about four weeks ago 
when witness rose to go out for a walk with 
the baby her husband locked the door and 
she could not go out. 


NOT MARRIED. 


Subsequently a Roman Catholic clergyman 
came, and in a conversation with witness 
and her husband told her that they were not 
married, that her child was illegitimate. and 
that in order to have her husband’s sins for- 
given they would have to be married in the 
Roman Oatholie Church. The priest and her 
husband proceeded to arrange the ceremony 
for the ftollowimg Tuesday night in Holy- 
wood Chapel. : 

Wrtness stated that this, together with the 
conditions of the. household, forced her to 
leave the defendant. Her husband had 
brought his brother to live with them. and. 
as there was only one bedroom in the house, 
containing two beds, the circumstances were 
very onsatisfactory. 

Mr. 8. V. Tughan, for the wife, said that 
they were makmg no reflections whatever 
upon the clergyman. He was a most ex- 
cellent gentleman, and, no doubt. he was 
only doing what he thought to be his duty 
when he spoke of a marriage in the Roman 
Catholic Church. The husband, however. he 
alieged, had been bringing duress to bear on 
his wife on the sectarian question—a question 
only raised sinee the brother came to live in 
the house. 


DEFENDANT’S EVIDENCE. 


Defendant said that under the rules of the 
Roman Catholic Church he was not supposed 
to live with Ins wife nntil she was married 
in his faith. He could not receive the Roman 
Catholic sacrament until then. 

Mr. D. A. Fee, J.P.—You should have 
thought of that before you were married. 
You were not thinking of it when vou went 
away from your own Church to get married. 

Mr. J. Getty (for the defendant) said that 
there was an understanding between the 
parties before the marriage in St. Aidan’s 
that. they would be re-married in the Roman 
Catholic Church. Personally, he thought 
that for the purpose of peace and harmony 
in the family the rites of the respective 
Churches should be tomplied with. 

Mr. Fee said that the magistrates wer> not 
going to deal with the 'aws of +". Churches 
at all. In the eyes of the law of the land the 
parties were man and wile. Neither ta 
husband nor anybody else had the power 
to order the wife to be remarried in the 
Roman Catholic Chureh.

aitendance almost immediately he got ill.

THE DECISION. 

He (the Mayor) said that an American 
gentleman and a representative of a London 
firm interviewed Mr. Ferguson at the Minis 
try of Industry and Commeree, who told 
them that the matter was settled, and no 
useful purpose could be served by discussing 
matters. He prevailed upon Mr, Ferguson 
to consider the matter, but he did not get 
very far with him. After the interview he 
wrote to Mr. McGillican. the Minister, who 
was then in attendance at the Imperial Con- 
ference in London, asking him to receive the 
American gentleman. Mr. McGilligan did 
receive that gentleman, and told him that no 
decision, as far as a cement works was com 
cerned, would be arrived at until well in 
1951. 

Dealing further with the matter, the Mayor 
said that the Government was dealing with 
four proposals for a cement works in different 
parts of the Free State, and examining them 
with a view to finding ont which, in their 
opinion, would be the best for the country. 
Two sites for cement works in Dublin were 
purchased, one of the firms concerned being 
a German one. Two of the proposals before 
the Government were in regard to Balbrigyan 
and Drinagh.

An Open Verdict.

DELFAST, Tuesday. 

The Belfast Coroner (Dr. James Graham) 
returned an open verdict at an inquest to-day 
on the body of Margaret McWilliam (17), of 
Dromara street, Belfast, who had heen em- 
ployed at the Irish Preserve and Confectionery 
Works, Belfast. A post-mortem examination 
showed that death was due to an abscess on 
the brain. 

James Scott, an employé of the same firm 


said that at 1.45 p.m. on Christmas Eve he 
was in one of the rooms having his dmner, 


Molly McWilliam came in and went over to 
the fire. Boyle passed some remark to her, 
but she did not answer. Boyle then attempted 
to catch her, but she evaded him. She then 
ran away, and Boyle followed. The girl lifted 
a can and struck Boyle on the head with it, 
Boyle put his hands round the gw!'s throat. 
Witness separated the parr. 

Answering Mr. Weatherup, witness said 
that Boyle did not catch hold of the girl very 
violently. The girl made no complaint that 
Boyle was hurting her. She made no com- 
plaints to him during the remainder of the day 
and seemed all mght. 

The Coroner—It is reported that there were 
marks on her neck. Is that nght!? 

Witness—I do not know whether there were 
or not at the time. Afterwards, when I visited 
the house, I saw marks on her neck. 

MOTHER'S EVIDENCE. 

Mrs. McWilliam, the mother of the dead 
girl, said that her daughter told her that 
Boyle had caught hold of her by the throat 
and threw her across a table, hurting her 
neck and back. The next day her daughter 
was not feeling well, and < doctor was called 
in.. Witness did not tell him anything of 
what her daughter had said to her concerni 
the incident at the works. The doctor 
that she was to stay in bed, that she was 
suffering from influenza. On December 48 
another doctor was called in, and witres’ 
told him of the affair at the works. Th 
doctor said that she was sufferimg from 
shock, and that her neck had been injured. 
Witness said that there was six nail-marks 
on her daughter s throat. 

Dr. Graham, who carried out a poet 
mortem on the body, said that there ap- 

ared to be some bruises on the throat, but 
he would not swear that they were bruises 
owing to post-mortem discoloration. There 
was a bruise’ on the back of the head, about 
two inches long. It was not a serious bruise. 
There had been inflammation of the middle 
ear, which had spréad to ‘the brain, causing 
an abscess on the brain, which had brought 
abont death. 

CORONER'S REMARKS. 

In giving his verdict, the Coroner said 
that it was one of the saddest cases that had 
Fever come before him, and that it should 
have occurred at Christmas time made it all 
the more tragic. Tt was possible that the 
injury deceased girl had received might have 
accelerated her death, but it was not certain:

QUESTION OF DEFENCE. 

As India at present could not d+ Íena 
herself, she was dependent upon the 
British Army, and as the British Army 
could not be under the orders of anv but 
a British Government, it was obvivus that 
defence must be rezarded as a reserve sub- 


ject. 

If, as had been suggested, a Defence 
Minister was in the Cabinet, how was it 
possible to reeoméile his responsibility to 
the Crown with the responsibility of the 
other: Ministers to the Legislature? If he 
was out of the Cabinet, how was it possible 
to avoid dvarchy at the centre in an ex- 
treme form? It was necessary for the 
Viceroy, in the interests of the minorities, 
to retain overriding powers. Such over- 
riding powers were bound to cause a deep 
breach in any system of responsible govern- 
ment. 


THE INDIAN CABINET. 

The Indian Cabinet would not be unitary 
in the sense in which the British under- 
stood the term. It would be composed of 
nominated as well as elected members, and, 
if Crown Ministers were included, it would 
be composed of Ministers who acknow- 
ledged two distinct allegiances. 

He was doubtful as to the wisdom of 
attempting to impose the British theory of 
Cabinet responsibility upon a Government 
that would differ almost in all respects. 
from a British Government. He was 
doubtful, not because he feared the 
transfer of further powers from Whitehall 
to Delhi, still less because he believed that 
Indian Ministers were inferior to British 
Ministers. Indeed, he was filled with ad- 
miration of the ability of many of his 
Indian friends. 


VICEROY’'S POSITION. 

His fear was that the attempt would end 
in blurring responsibility, in .weakening 
the Viceroy’s position and in making the 
Central Government of a great Continent, 
in which there was much inflammable 
material, unsuitable at the very moment

THARRAWADDY, Tuesday, 
Operations on a large scale for the 
rounding up of the rebels were resumed 
to-day, and decisive developments are ex- 
pected shortly. 

The troops began their 
starting from various places at which 
bases had been established, in columns con- 
verging towards Taungbyat Hill, where 
the yebels are now reported to be gather- 
ing. 

According to some rebels who have been 
taken prisoners, the report that the rebel 
King been killed is incorrect. 
Police and military are also busily en- 
gaged in operations in other directions, 
with @ view to engaging the rebel bands 
and compelling them to surrender. As 
part. of this policy the police have offered 
a reward to fifty rupees for information 
leading to the captute of a rebel, or of 
a rifle belonging to the rebels. 


| HOSPITAL PACKS UP. 

A party of police and troops to-day went 
to a village about ten. miles from Tharra- 
waddy, at which it was reported that the 
rebels had established a hospital, where 
over one hundred wounded were being 
treated by yesayas (Burmese physicians 
practising native methods of treatment) 
and were being nursed by women nurses. 
On their arrival, however, the party found

the village deserted, as the rebels had re- 
ceived warning, and had carried away 
their wounded. 

The police and troops also visited other 
places in which rebels were believed to be, 
but; im each case, failed to come into con- 
tact with them, and learned that the 
rebels had left before their arrival. 


FIGHT WITH DAGCOITS. 

A gang of about a dozen Dacoits last 
night attacked the house of a wealthy 
villager at the littl+ village of Fangalay, 
about four miles fgom Sitkwin. The 
alarm was given, and the villagers rushed 
to the rescue in a body. Hand-to-hand 
fighting followed, both sides being armed 
with dahs (long knives used by the hill- 
men ). 

The Dacoits eventually got away, with 
the exception of one, who was seriously 
wounded, and is now dying. They suc- 
ceeded in carrying off goods valued at 
about three hundred rupees. 

A report was received here this evening 
from Okpo that fourteen rebels had been 
captured in the village of Pivagon, and 
that the local magistrate had obtained 
valuable information from the prisoners 
about the movements of the rebels. Among 
those arrested was one village headman, 
who is said to have harboured rebels. 

In addition to these arrests fourteen 
prisoners from Taikkyi and eight from 
Okkan were brought to Tharrawaddy 
to-day. Among them was a phongyi 
(priest) arrested in the Pashwegyaw area, 
who is reported to have beaten his temple 
gong as a warning to the rebels of the 
arrival of the troops.
